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Excerpts From History 

I Taken. From Uivhtrtj t# Rutland, Coiirtentf Rutland Herald) 

Rutland is a crossroads community of nearly 20 thousand 
about in the center of a wedge-shaped section of land known as 
Vermont. The Indians used it as their hunting ground. Cham- 
plain first claimed the region for France when he sailed south in 
July 1609 on the lake that bears his name. 

Rutland as a named community dates from September 7, 
17(51 when Benniug Wentworth, Royal Governor of New Hamp- 
shire, signed its charter in the name of King George III. 

The town by 1774 had a population of 35 families which 
included Zebulon Afeade, brother of James. Captain John Smith 
was elected first town clerk. 

The earliest sidewalks were wooden plunks laid on trestles 
well above the mud. There may have been stepping stones to 
help the fastidious dry shod over the worst spots but not until the 
quarries were open in West Rutland would the marble slabs 
replace the wooden planks which the new selectmen warned, 
"\o person shall drive or ride a horse or other beast upon except 
In cross; penalty 50 cents." 

In 1840, the decade before the railroads came, the census 
reported a population of 2,708. In the town were 18 schools and 
068 scholars. There were 175 horses, 2.518 cattle, 28,332 sheep, 
1,017 swine. Wheat production was 3,708 bushels, barley 8. 
oats 15,722, rye 2,190, buckwheat 015, Indian corn 19,347. 
potatoes 48,193 bushels, hay 10,025 tons, sugar 51,833 pounds 
and wool 110,902 pounds. 

The era of franchise rivalries for railroads began in earnest in 
1845. In quick succession charters were granted to run a railroad 
from Rutland to Bennington; then from Rutland to Whitehall 
and later from Rutland to Burlington. Enthusiastic farmers, 
mechanics, business and professional men subscribed 1130,000 in 
stock to finance l ite road from Rutland to Bellows Falls, Business 
as one man expressed it, "began to slide clown the hill" as more 
and more store owners saw the value of a location near the tracks. 

The Bank of Rutland (now the Community House) was the 
town's first bank. 

Hiitland is said to have the oldest municipally supported 
band. It was first sponsored by the new city in 1879 and has 
been in continuous existence ever since. Many members have 
given long and loyal service to the baud. The late J. C. ( <ox is a 
notable example. He joined in 1809 as a young man, played 
until 1928 when he was elected director, and directed until 1950 
when he was past 80. The present manager and treasurer 
Raymond Hughes, lias been with the band since 1910, and l he 
director, Xapoleon lanui, has been with the band more than 1-5 
years.

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Mayor s Message 




T a the Citizen* nf Rutland: 



Another year has passed and again it is my duty and pleasure 
to report to you, the citizens of Rutland, the status of our city 
for the period July 1, 1963 to June 30th, 1964. 

Despite several setbacks, Rutland has continued its forward 
progress with a rise in population; increased industrial activity; 
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<■uiit.il mcd excellent schools ami the ability tit attract top quality 
iri teaching. Bond issues turned down by the voters included; 
$25,000 for the repair of Fire Station 1: $25,000 for constructing, 
repairing and resurfacing permanent sidewalks; 530,000 for 
constructing, repairing and resurfacing permanent streets; 
$30,000 for constructing, extending, or altering the sewer system, 
SI 8,000 of which would have been set aside for storm sewers so 
vital to continued proper operation of our new Sewage Treatment 
Plant; $ 14(1,000 for an addition to the Dana School. To say the 
least tins is not a direct sign of progress but I feel the voters did 
not vote as much against progress as they did expressing a desire 
to ease the property tax burden. 

Since other sections of tins annual report cover the various 
depart menrs. I will not dwell on them in any great, detail. With 
the feeling of the voters in mind however, this office has worked 
closely with all departments in an effort to keep our municipal 
operating costs within sound and sensible bounds. Of course, the 
cost of maintenance, supplies and salaries continues to rise as 
proportionately shown with our tax rate for this fiscal period. 

Our Heereatiori Department, now situated in the Lawrence 
li. -creation Center, is functioning efficiently at this time with 
programs for all age groups, including our growing Senior Citizen 
Croup. Distribution of toys by this department to needy families 
at Christmas time is widely applauded. Our system of assessing 
properties is continually under study from the local level and 
much new interest has been evidenced on the state level with a 
view toward equalization and modernization. 

During this year I have personally spent a great deal of time 
and effort in our continued quest for new industry. This office 
has worked with the Vermont Development Commission the local 
t 'hamber of Commerce and many interested citizens in our search 
for firms to settle in Rutland, ft is a slow process but we have 
been rewarded several times in the past with its results. 

Our new Sen-age Disposal Plant ended a year of successful 
operation. While this plant does not include all of the city, plans 
an- well under way for the rest of the tie-in. 
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The program of training in the Police and Fire Departments 
is functioning quite w r ell. The Annual Fire Department Training 
School was held again this year for a one. week period. 

A micro-film machine was installed in the City Clerk's office 
j h . i the purpose of microfilming land records and vital statistics. 
I Lis system has far-reaching advantages and City Clerk Battles 
in to be congratulated for looking to the future as concerns our 
, ifjy records. 

In closing this report I would like to express my appreciation 
in our loyal city officials and employees for the fine cooperation 
received this year. Rutland has a bright future and with the help 
of all our citizens we face the challenge with firm determination to 
make it a city where our children will make happy homes and 
slay permanently in the Green Mountains,

(Mi April 8, lt!57, the General Electric Company completed 
final arrangements to purchase the properties located at. 210 
Columbian Avenue in Hiitland and the first General Electric 
employee was hired in Rutland. ( triginally the management of 
I he 1 1 utland Plant was a part of tin* Aircraft Accessory Turbine 
Department, hut the Small Aircraft Engine Department took 
„ver management of the plant in January, 195!). for (lie manu- 
facture of aircraft gas turbine blades and vaues. 

Wit li the advent of new mass production fcectinkjlies such as » 
"Pinch and Roll" process, developed by Small Aircraft Engine 
Department engineers, the Rutland Plant soon became a leading 
producer of Mades and vanes and began to gain a, larger and 
larger share of the available husiness. 

By 19(53, the Rutland Plan! had become known as one of the 
free world's lowest cost producers of blades and vanes and had a 
total employment of approximately 7">0 people. Increased 
production schedules required additional working space and late 
in 19(13 the company made a lease arrangement for an additional 
building on West Street in Rutland. This building helped 
alleviate a crowded situation in the Columbian Avenue Plant. 

The blades and vanes produced in these two plants are used 
in the compressors of jet engines. The compressor is located on 
the front part of the engine and consists of a series of faulike 
stages containing several hundred blades and vanes which com- 
press air and force if through duets to the combustion chamber. 
Present day aircraft powered by Ceneral Electric Engines which 
use blades and vanes manufactured in the Rutland plants include 
the United States Air force E-HH Starfighter, R-58 Hustler, and 
B-70 Valkyrie: the Xavy's I'-HI Phantom II. A3.! Vigilante, and 
IISS-2 Sikorsky Helicopter. In commercial aircraft the Convair 
880 .Jetliner and the Verfcol 107 .Jet Helicopter use General Electric 
jet engines. 

In [on | i lie employment level in the two Rutland plants 
reached flOII. Even more working space was required and another 
lease arrangement wa u negotiated for the Manning property on 
Columbian Avenue. This property has been made ready for 
manufacturing Operations and a work force will be in place in 
early 1985. 

The steady growth in employment and the stability of this 
employment have heen a result of several important factors. 
Among them much credit must he given to the community of 
Rutland for its co-o;<eratioti as well as to the hard working, 
talented, and versatile Vermont employees who have earned an 
excellent reputation for the Rutland ''hints of Small Aircraft 
Engine Department throughout the five world.

We are pleased to present the School Report for the. llscal 
year ending June 30, 1964, It consists of two parts, — the follow- 
ing narrative statement about the work of the schools, and finan- 
cial and statistical reports found near the end of tins booklet. 
Taken together, they form the complete School Report. We 
shall do our best, within the limitations of space and the require- 
ments of the J jaw, to present, a complete, though concise report of 
the Rutland Public Schools during the pa.st year. 

HEALTH EDUCATION AND SERVICES 

In the field of School Health and Safety, our children and 
young people have had the benefit of; 

The services of three School Nurses. 
The services of a Dental Hygienist. 
School Lunch Programs. 

The special Federally-aided School Milk Program. 
School Safety Patrols. 

Policewomen at hazardous intersections (provided by the 
City Council and the Police Department). 

Oral Polio Vaccine Clinics, and Diphtheria-Tetanus Inocula- 
tion Clinics, in all schools. 

Pour Kindergarten Clinics sponsored by the respective 
P.T.A.'s, 

It would be difficult to overestimate the importance of these 
health services to the school success of our boys and girls. 

In our health work we gratefully acknowledge the assistance 
of the Citv Health Officer, Dr. Charles D. Beale; Dr. Arthur D. 
Wolk; Dr. William A. O'Rourke, Jr.,; Dr. William W, Brislin; 
Dr. William J. Powers; Dr. J. Carleton Stiekney; Dr. Joseph L. 
Dauphinais; Dr. Thomas A. Keenan; The Vermont Department 
of Health, Division of Communicable Disease Control; The 
Vermont Association for the Blind; The Rutland Pious Club; 
The City Welfare Department; The Vermont. Department of 
Social Welfare; The Vermont Association for the Crippled, Inc.; 
The Vermont Catholic Charities; all of our local Parent. Teacher 
Associations; and particularly The Community Child Care 
Association. Inc. 
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INSTKCOTION AND RELATED SERVICES 

In the elementary schools this seems to have been an "oft'" 
year, — with the chief emphasis on continuing and improving 
programs already under way. The newer methods and programs 
in the teaching of Arithmetic are being put into actual practice, — 
with principal emphasis being given in the primary grades. It is 
planned to continue this until all elementary grades are using the 
modern approach to Arithmetic, Standard achievement tests 
administered during the year continue to show that Rutland 
children score well above national norms in all areas tested. 

In cooperation with the State, forty-nine Rutland children 
received the benefits of Special Kducation during the past year, 
as follows: 

29 at the Haven wood School for Retarded Children. 
10 received Homeboimd instruction through tutors. 

G at the Vermont Association for the Crippled. 

2 at a school for the deaf. 

1 at a school for the blind. 

1 at Caverly Preventorium. 

The total cost was $45,078.4(5, — of which Rutland City paid 
115)611.69 at its share. 

Our Art. instructors have made Art a creative experience. 
They have developed skills, according to age and grade, through 
the care of and nse of a wide variety of Art materials. An 
appreciation of Art has been instilled through an awareness of 
beauty in Vermont landscapes, arid the world around; and appre- 
ciation of man-made objects; and by means of many audio-visnal 
aids. School and community Art projects have been too numerous 
to mention here. From among the contests in which our students 
have participated, it should be noted that in the National Federa- 
tion of Women's Clubs Art Award Contest sponsored by the 
Vermont Federation of Women's Clubs, all first three prizes for 
the State were won by R.H.S. seniors. 

The aims and objectives of Music Instruction in the Public 
Schools have included the development of good musical taste 
through the performance of music of high quality both in serious 
and popular areas; and the development of a lasting enjoyment 
of music. To the thirty-five pupils studying instruments at the 
beginning of the year were added thirty-nine beginners — making 
a total of seventy-four instrumentalists in two elementary school 
bands at the end of the year. The Vocal Music program has been 
improved this year through added textbooks in the lower grades, 
the replacement of several old record players, and through two 
new pianos at the Lincoln and Northwest schools. The Stoolfire 
Fund has made it possible to start a library of music books in 
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each building, and also to increase our record, libraries, — and 
thus has greatly enriched our Music program. 

In Physical Education, an increase in the total number of 
classes with resulting fewer visits to each classroom by our Huper- 
ir, general results have not been as favorable as they might 
have been. However, through Hie purchase of new physical 
education equipment and hard work, there has been definite 
improvement in the children's physical fitness, — particularly in 
grades five and six. as revealed by physical fitness tests. Our 
intramural athletic program was expanded to include football, 
basketball, and soft-ball. 316 boys participated, — a very satis- 
factory number in relationship to the total number of boys 
eligible. In most cases a very noticeable improvement could he 
m i n in a hoy's skill, knowledge of the sport and its rules, and 
sportsmanship, A very definite handicap in the over-all physical 
education program is the fact that two of our elementary schools 
Still lack multipurpose rooms. 

At the Junior High School, the following items are of interest 
this year: 

Modern Mathematics has been included in the curriculum 
of four-sevenths of all seventh and eighth grade pupils, 

A mobile electronic language laboratory has been added, 
and is in use in all French classes, 

A successful attempt to hold potential dropouts has kept 
eight pupils in school by radically adjusting their 
program of classes. 

School-home telephone experiments, for homebound child- 
ren, have been highly successful. One academically 
qualified girl has done an excellent piece of work, and 
will return to her class. A boy has responded far better 
than he did in school, and has been promoted. 

The following Senior High School "briefs" will be of interest : 

A fifth year of Mathematics, consisting of a semester of 
Analytic Geometry followed by a semester of Elemen- 
tary Functions, was offered for the first time, with nine 
seniors successfully completing both semesters. 

As planned, a new course in Technical Drafting was taught 
for the first time, with nine students completing if 
successfully. 

An additional full-time teacher of Shop-Related Mathe- 
matics and Science was added to the Staff. This made 
it possible for the Director to give full time to adminis- 
tration and supervision of the Trade and Technical 
Department, and provided instructional time for teach- 
ing Technical Drafting and the fifth year of Mathe- 
matics. 
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The following arc clear indications of the excellent work done 
in otir Senior High School : 

Rutland students won first place in the State in French 
II, French HI, and French IV on examinations spon- 
sored by the National Association of Teachers of French, 

Rutland Students won the first three prizes in the State 
in the Art Contest sponsored by the American Federa- 
tion of Women's Clubs, 

Four Rutland Seniors were Finalists in the National Merit 
Scholarship program, and four others were awarded 
Letters of Commendation. 

A Rutland Senior was selecled as a Presidential Scholar, 
one of two from Vermont and 121 from the Nation. 

Another Rutland Senior was one of two boys from Ver- 
mont selected for the Hearst Senatorial Program in 
Washington, in which 100 seniors (two from each state) 
took part. Selection was based on citizenship, leader- 
ship, character and academic achievement. 

Two Rutland graduates of the Class of HlfiO won Woodrow 
Wilson Fellowships; and a number were graduated from 
their respective colleges (him Lnude, Magna Cum 
Laude, and Mumma Cum Laude. 

Thirty-two Sophomores of the 05 who participated in the 
National Educational Development Testing program 
scored in the top 10% on a national basis; and seven 
scored in the top \%. 

A Rutland Junior was elected Coveruor of Boys' State; 
and he and a second R.H.S. Junior were selecled as I he 
two Vermont delegates to Roys' Nation. A Rutland 
Junior was elected Lieutenant Governor of Girls' State 
and other U.I1.S. hoys ami girls won significant honors 
at both Boys' and Girls' States. 

The Library now has 0,563 volumes, — a net gain of 380 
volumes over last year. Total circulation for this year 
was up almost 5% . 

In the field of Guidance the following will he of interest; 

Referrals for counseling made by teachers, and requests 
for counseling from parents and students, have increased 
greatly at the ninth grade level. This activity indicates 
clearly the growing need for counseling services. The 
increase of student initiated counseling interviews is a 
significant 08% over last year; mid the number of 
parents visiting with counselors has increased over S0% 
during the same period. 

For the third consecutive year we have had truly outstanding 
programs iti Adult Education. Three distinct programs, during 
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1.1 1 U year, have carried the benefits of Adult Education to almost 
y. thousand people. The Evening Trade and Technical School, in 
its 17th year, offered {at no local expense) a great variety of 
courses- -40 in all — to over 500 adults. 27 of these courses were 
taught at the High School, ] 1 at the local General Electric Plant, 
t at the Central Fine Station, and 1 at Rutland Hospital, in its 
third year, our general Adult Education Program offered 21 
different adult courses to 4.52 persons. Most of these courses 
met two evenings a week for two sessions of ten weeks each. 
The Senior High School Homemaking Department offered three 
different courses to 3!) different adult women. Rutland City can 
truly be proud of this type of service to the community, — in 
Technical, vocational, and cultural fields. 

An event of great importance occurred in March, IIHM, when 
IBM Data Processing equipment was installed at the Central 
( )ffice. As soon as the three basic financial operations were under 
way (payroll, accounts payable and budget control) other 
''applications" were developed, including an Inventory of Text- 
books, an Inventory of furniture and equipment in al! schools, and 
High School scheduling. The equipment now has been made 
available to the City Treasurer's Office, with the result that 
payrolls for all City departments are now done at. the school 
Central Oliiec. Many other "applications" will be developed: 
and the future effect on the School System will be far-reaching.

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Report Of The Librarian 

For the Year Ending June 30, 1964 

Tq the Honorable City Council and Citizens of Rutland: 

It is a pleasure to present my first annual report as Director 
of the Rutland Free Library. My arrival in Rutland, on October 
first, was at a very busy time of the Library's year which afforded 
me the opportunity both of observing and participating imme- 
diately in a full program. During a year which proved to be 
eventful, two very important events, among many others, 
took place. 

The year's nadir, without a doubt, was the tragic assassina- 
tion of President Kennedy, certainly a severe shock to everyone 
and not soon forgotten. 

Outstanding as a high point in the Library's year was the 
announcement of Mr. Edwin W. Lawrence's large gift towards 
the long needed huilding expansion. Mr. Lawrence's generosity, 
already demonstrated on prior occasions and directed towards 
Rutland Free Library on tins one, will be a key to a new reading 
room for adults, to more than doubling the facilities of the 
children's room, to doubling the present stack facilities, and to 
increasing needed office space. Besides this, additional basement 
space will provide for expansion needs of a longer term. A good 
utilisation of the outdoor area adjacent to the expansion will 
result in its aesthetic appeal, as well. 

The Director, noting the progress of a bill iu Congress which 
would provide funds for library construction projects, called to 
the attention of the Trustees and discussed with officials of the 
Vermont Free .Public Library Commission the possibility of this 
kind of financial assistance for Rutland. Following passage 
of the hill the library Board of Trustees met with these 
officials, and the present prospects for Rutland's receiving this 
money appear excellent. 

Book Collection 

Two leading resources upon which good library service 
depends heavily are the library's staff and its books. As far as 
its books are concerned, a new librarian's first impression is to 
note that Rutland Free Library has a good collection. Books 
which are currently popular and works which get consulted over 
a period of many years combine to make such a collection. Some 
fiction, much Dim-fiction, and the reference collection as a whole 
are in this second group. The Director, as a, selector of books for 
adults and young people, with suggestions from staff and patrons 
welcomed, is constantly working for a well rounded, balanced 
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collection. Kim* flic library's reference collection is a main 
aspect of this, as the heart of a good book collection, we made 
efforts during the past year to give emphasis to the reference 
collection as follows. 

New encyclopedias added to the library included The 
Encyclopedia International and Encyclopedia of Mental Health 
in addition to new editions of Britannica and Columbia. Among 
other reference titles we added to the Library were The Gateways 
to the Great Books Series, Illustrated History of the Olympics, 
Encyclopedia of Associations, the four volume Educational 
Directory, Dictionary of American History, and the National 
Geographic World Atlas. A new edition of Funk and Wagnalls 
unabridged dictionary and several literary reference works were 
added, as were latest editions of other reference titles, 

Children's Department and Library Staff 

As far aw library stall' is concerned,- a new librarian can see 
that Rutland has a dedicated and conscientious group of people 
working for it. Mrs. Barbara Douglas, as Children's Librarian, 
continues to maintain the high standards characteristic of her 
department. The Children's Film Program, whose theme this year 
was "From Sea to Shining Sea," and the summer program of 
films and of Story Hours conducted by Mrs. Elizabeth Taylor 
enhance the offerings of the Children's Department. 

Miss Mary Isbell, cataloger and reference librarian, continues 
to make the card catalog more usable for everyone by updating, 
revising, and making helpful additions to it as well as answering 
reference questions asked by patrons. Mrs. Frances Carroll, 
who handles the interlibrary loan procedures along with many 
clerical duties, assumed responsibility for administrative phases 
of the library during a half year interim between directors. In 
addition to this Mrs. Carroll again attended a three week library 
summer session af the diversity of Xew Hampshire, 

Mrs. Carolyn Sharp, who replaced Miss Judith Hay nes in 
August, and Miss Vivian Hewitt are responsible for numerous 
clerical duties such as new book processing and card tiling in 
addition to their work at. the circulation desk. Miss Irene Francis 
and Miss Josephine Rosmus continued their efficient work in the 
areas of bookkeeping and library financial matters. The summer 
assistance of findell Abbott in the adult department and of 
.lohn Hamilton in the Children's Department have been impor- 
tant, as has the work of the pages, who shelve returned materials 
and keep them in order, 

Mrs. R. Gale Spaulding, who continues doing an excellent 
job of repairing worn books, conducted a mending workshop in 
cooperation with the Vermont Free Public Library Commission, 
Mrs. Kathleen Bump retired during the past winter following 
many years of nervier- in this department. 
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Faithful both in years of service and performance of his 
custodial duties is George Myers, who suffered very serious head 
injuries in a fall during the year but later recovered to return to 
his work. 

Circulation 

Circulation of library materials, including books, pamphlets, 
magazines, records, and films, rose again and continues at. the 
high level of nine per capita. Relatively few libraries throughout 
the country in cities of this size or larger caii claim a per capita 
statistic of nine circulations. 

Redecorating was done in the downstairs meeting room and 
in the book mending room, where a new desk, tables, chairs, and 
shelving also replaced worn equipment. New bookcases for 
displaying the current fiction and non-fiction were added this year, 
n i(h labor for their construction donated by the Rutland High 
School, Numerous gift books and pictures of old Rutland were 
added to the Library by its friends, and a cash gift was received 
i n no Friends in Council. The Rutland Daily Herald and radio 
unions WHWB and WSVB gave helpful publicity to library 
activities. A feature of National Library Week was a d is play 
of incunabula and other materials relating to the history of books 
and publishing. This and other displays were arranged through- 
out the year by Mrs. George Jackson. 

The Library, in cooperation with the American Nurses' 
Foundation, Is maintaining a collection of new titles for the 
musing seminar being held in the Rutland area and extending 
through 1905. 

During the year the Director talked about library activities 
and future plans to a number of community organizations. He 
was chosen in addition to serve on the Vermont Library Associa- 
tion Committee on Tse of Federal Funds which met to discuss 
best uses of these forthcoming funds, and on the New Fngiand 
library Association's Regional Planning Committee. 

1 want to close this report of a busy year with sincere thanks 
to the members of the Library Board of Trustees and to the 
members of the staff who have given me, a newcomeT to Rutland, 
useful advice and suggestions. With a library .situation which 
is healthy and with an expanded physical plant now assured, 
Rutland residents can anticipate good library service as a part 
of the city's future.

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Sewage Disposal Plant

Gentlemen : 

It is a pleasure to mjrarl to you on the operation of the 
Sewage Disposal Plant. 

Tn the first full year of operation over one billion gallons of 
sewage was professed. The gas production was over four million 
cubic feet. This gas is burned in our furnace to heat the sludge 
in the digester tanks. A total of 221 cubic feet of grit was 
removed from the sewage, this does not take into consideration 
the great amount of cans, bottles, brick and stones that were 
removed from our pumps. 

There is a great need for storm sewers in our City so as to 
separate the st.orni water from our sewerage. Wi 1 1 i t. It e r ! o n cl i t i o n s 
now in the City it is a constant wear on our equipment. 

Anyone is welcome to visit our plant at any time and we 
woidd be inore than pleased to explain to them the operation 
of the plant.

The Rutland Urban Renewal Agency has, during the past 
fiscal year, been faced with several obstacles but, we are pleased 
to report that each problem has been resolved. 

The New City Charter, Housing Code and Subdivision 
Regulations adopted by the City Council made our community 
eligible for recertification of Rutland's Workable Program. 
Without this recertification of the AVorkable Program, the Urban 
Renewal Plan for Rutland could not have been continued. 

The updating of all existing codes and ordinances was 
another requirement to the continuance of the Urban Renewal 
Plan. Credit is due the Codes and t trdinance Committee and the 
City Council. 

The Urban Renewal Plan was approved by the Rutland 
Planning Commission and the Urban Renewal Administrator 
approved Part I of the Plan in March, lf)R4. 

It was the decision of the Urban Renewal Agency to wait 
uniil the shopping center question had been decided on the 
September 8th ballot before putting the Oban Renewal Plan 
before the people. -All legal details have been accomplished and 
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the Urban Renewal plan will be voted upon at the November 3rd 
General Election. 

We wish to express our gratitude to the Aldermauic Com- 
mittee on Urban Renewal, Craigue Perkins, Harold Nichols and 
Arthur Crowley, Sr. for their study of the Plan and for their 
valuable suggestions. 

We wish also to extend our appreciation to his honor, the 
Mayor, and the City Council for the many meetings, both regular 
and special held for the study of the Urban Renewal Plan for 
Rutland.

Street Department 

This department, operating with reduced personnel, func- 
tion cd with their usual efficiency. A great many streets were 
reshaped, graded and a tack coat of tar or asphalt applied. A 
total of 133,515 gallons was used. 

We constructed 522 feet of curbs and 14!l7 square feet of 
sidewalks. Other sidewalks and curbs were repaired; holes were 
patched and a great many small jobs completed. 

Guardrails throughout the city were repaired or replaced 
and repainted; old street signs were replaced with new Seotchlite 
signs. 

Our new addition to the garage was completed with the 
moving in of the blacksmith shop and the final pouring of cement 
for the floor of this shop. 

During the year !)4 elm trees, which were affected by Dutch 
Elm disease, were removed. 

Equipment purchased during the year included: one ah' 
conditioner, one pavement breaker, two dump trucks, one 750 
gallon tank for our water wagon. 

Sanitation and Waste Removal (Sewers) 

Main extensions were made on the following street:

Numerous catch basins and manholes were repaired and 
rebuilt and 53 new house connections were made. 

One new truck was purchased. 
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Sanitation and Waste Removal (General) 

This department has charge of the care and maintenance of 
the city dump, which was taken care of in the usual efficient 
way. Also, the residential streets were cleaned periodically and 
the business section was swept and cleaned regularly. 

High grass on the roadsides was mowed and the brooks within 
the city limits were cleaned. The election booths and ballot 
boxes used at the various polling places were set up and removed 
by this department.

Reforestation 

This program continued under the direction of the State 
Forestry Department, Selected trees have been cut and sold for 
pulp and guardrail posts. A large planting of new trees was set 
out. in the spring. 

Road Bond 

The following streets were excavated, widened, graveled and 
double tack coated :

Curtis Avenue— from J 600 feet east of Mussey 

Street 800 feet easterly.

Gentlemen : 

I hereby submit to you the annual report of the activities 
of the Fire Department lor the fiscal year ending June 30, 1904. 

Tile Fire Department responded to 37) alarms as follows: 
Telephone 324, street box 30, automatic thermostat 11, radio 2 
and verbal 4. This was 19 alarms less than the previous year. 
Of this number 20 were malicious false alarms. The Fire Depart- 
ment also responded to 89 Special Service calls of various nature, 
including 15 calls for the administration of oxygen. There were 
no major fires during the year. 

The following summary of the value of property endangered 
by fire, the amount of insurance carried and the amount of loss is 
not complete as there were six fires that we were unable to get the 
final loss figures. We have considerable difficulty obtaining the 
final figures on fires that out of town adjusters settle.

To the Honorable City Council: 

I hereby submit the annual report of the activities of the 
liutland Police Department for the fiscal year of July 1st 19(33 
to June 30, 1964. 

The Department investigated 2,715 complaints filed by 
citizens and 277 arrests for various offenses were made during 
this period. 

There were 50G motor vehicle accidents investigated, an 
increase of 15 more than the previous vear. The estimated 
property damage as a result of these accidents amounted to 
$118,740,00, showing an increase of SI 0,670.00 more than the 
1962- ! 963 fiscal year. There were also 40 more persons injured 
this past, year for a total of 202 persons injured. There were no 
fatalities during this period. 

There were 3,534 calls answered by the police oars. 

A total of $52,890.54 was collected from the 834 parking 
meters which is $1,549.11 less than the previous year. 

The Traffic Court collected $9,966.00 in One Dollar Fines for 
violations of our parking ordinance. This amount is $687 00 
more than the 1962-1963 fiscal year. 

The night patrolmen found 596 doors and windows of 
business places throughout the city open or unlocked.

A total of 350 samples of water from the city's taps were 
sent to the Vermont State Department of Health in Burlington 
for analysis. 14 samples showed evidence of contamination. 
This department wishes to thank the water department for their 
excellent control work on the Wafer Shed and at the reservoir, 
especially Mr. Harry Jasmin. 

Samples of water were also sent to Burlington from the 
sw imming pool during its operation. At no time was it found 
necessary to close the pool due to contamination. 

Over 100 nuisance complaints were investigated by the 
department, II) plumbing inspections were made. 

Rutland City, as do all cities, develops community health 
problems. A Public Health Team from your Vermonl Depart-

The I!u) land Welfare Department was faeed once more in 
the 1003-01 lineal year with the ever rising costs of caring for the 
needy. Vermont's unemployment rolls for the early mouths of 
I0(i4 were among the highest in the nation, a fact which was 
reflected in the numher of people who were forced to call on the 
City for assistance in meeting their needs. 

However I would like to point out that it is the seemingly 
irreversible upward trend in medical costs that accounts for the 
greatest percentage of lax dollars spent by the City Welfare 
Department. Mure and more people are unable to cope wilh 
these costs themselves. The low wage earner, with a family, is 
rarely able to meet the expense of a serious illness. During the 
past fiscal year $ 1 0, 20-1.0!) was paid to Doctors for their services. 
This constitutes an increase of $2,000,00 over the previous year. 
Fxpenditures for hospital care rose from S44.341.00 in 10152-03 
lo §05,577.00 in 10H3-04. an increase of $21.1 10,00. 

The State of Vermont pays for hospital, nursing home and 
physicians' care for elderly and disabled persons who are receiving 
State assistance grants. These costs nave also risen each year 
since the program went into effect. The City's share of this 
program, 30'' f . lias nf course increased proportionately. 

The Surplus Commodity Program, under which Federal 
surplus food is distributed, was widely used during the past year. 
The food is available to families and Individuate whose low income 
entitles them to participate in the program. Approximately 160 
families in Rutland receives surplus foods monthly. 

The Rutland City Farm continues to care for transients and 
others in need of shelter. During the past year there have been 
five families with children who stayed at the farm for periods 
from three weeks to several months because they were unable to 
find housing. I cannot stress strongly enough the seriousness of 
the shortage of housing for low income families with children. 
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Botm i^re living in place* that are barely habitable by most 
. .ndurds. 

It. is my sincere hope that the facts and figures in this report 
v ill not be a source of dismay to citizens of Rutland bill rather 
u ,|) make tlicin aware that I he money appropriated for welfare 
in | he City is being spent to provide adequate lood, clothing and 
i ,,-dical care for those less fortunate who are unable to provide 
i fjese things for themselves.

The 1803-1004 fiscal year lias I >e i e 1 1 a rplalively quiet, one 
so far as the administration Ol the municipal airport has been 
concerned. There lias been no new construction nor any major 
changes undertaken. The hangar and the .station and office 
building have been repainted and currently the airline station 
area is being redecorated and refurnished. 

The city's appropriation for the fiscal year was $24,500, of 
which $4,207.05 remained as the unexpended balance at the 
year's end. 

Mohawk Airlines continued to provide scheduled commercial 
flight service to \ew York from and to lint land with intermediate 
stops at (.dens Falls and Albany. Through Albany service to 
Boston and the west is also available. 

The Rutland Airport also accommodates a very considerable 
amount of private business and pleasure air travel.

J hereby submit a report of the activities involving the Civil 
Defense Department for the year ending June 30, 19*14. 

As of last February first we have a new anrl rumple rely 
renovated office, loeated on the second floor of the City Hall 
Building. This is a most suitable location for our type of service. 

There are at present. 23 licensed Public Fallout Shelters 
throughout the City and IS have been stocked with food, water, 
sanitation kits, medical supplies and radar instruments. 

Five classes for Survival Training with approximately 800 
citizens enrolled were conducted and 2 Medical Self Help classes 
were attended hy approximately 400 people. 

Training schools fur Auxiliary Police and Auxiliary Firemen 
were sponsored also. 

Fifteen copies of the Civil Defense Operations Flan were 
written up in hook form and furnished to City Officials and 
Civil Defense Personnel. Two copies were given to the State 
Civil Defense Office, two to Region 1, one to the Mayor, one to 
I lie Board of Aldermen and one to the Civil Defense Staff. 

We have incorporated a Citizens Band Radio comprising 
Hi operators, There is one key station in each of the 11 Sectors. 
Also, one two-way radio has been installed at Alt, St. Joseph's 
Academy, at each entrance to the City, the Fire Station, the 
Police Station, the Rutland Hospital and Civil Defense Head- 
quarters at the Rutland Library. 

An appropriation of $9,985.00 was budgeted for Civil Defense 
Operations. Communications and Utilities were in the amount 
of $240.43. Other expenses were: Supplies and Materials — 
$197.05, Printing — $30.87, Transportation and Equipment - 
$229,52, and Pavroll -S3, 938.08, making a total expenditure of 
$4,645.85. A balance of $5,340.85 remains. 

Without the cooperation of my staff members, these Civil 
Defense activities could not have been accomplished. 

I wish to thank his honor, the Mayor, the City Council, and 
all the City Officials for their assistance and cooperation.
